££ Mr Gréep ‘of Mo., Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Territories, has re- 
ported a biil-for the organization of Colo- 
rado Territory. _ Its vgeneral provisions 
are not materially different from the or- 
ganicacts of Kansas and Nebraska. The 
boupdariés are the same as asked for by 
the people, except the southern, which 1s 
the, Northern boundary of New Mexico 
as now established, instead of Lat. 37. 
The name,,Colorada, is one of a dozen 
or more-new nimes proposed, and we 
think the best one. To the name itself 
there will probably be little objection made 


by any one, but we thinkit would be more’ 


appropriately applied to a territory which 
must soon be formed south of Utah, and 
bisected throughout its-entire breadth by 
the great Colorado river. A portion of 
the present proposed Territory is watered 
by the tributaries of the Colorado, but 
none of them bear its name, and no por- 
tion of the great river itself, 1s within the 
limits named. ` 

The river is only known by that name 
from the junction of the Green and Grand 
in Lat. 38, Long. 111, down to its mouth. 

No good reason hag yet béen g:ven why 
the name of the People’s choice—Jeffer- 
son—should not be given to our vigorous 
young territory; soon to be the true Key- 
ctone State of the Union. Itis urged 
that because a state cannot be named, for 
each of our Presidents ; Washington only, 
should be honored, and his name perpeju- 
ated in-a Sovereign State. While we 
are free toadmit that Washington was 
the greatost and best man that our Repub- 
lie has ever known; and proud that his 
name is honored by the naming of a Ter- 
ritofy—soon to be a State—and also in 
the name cf our Federal Capttol, yet we 
would like to see the honored name of 
Jefferson—secorid only to that of Wash- 
ington—in like manner perpetuated. 

“The argument that the name Jefferson 

should not be applied to a State, because 
all ‘our Presidents and Statesmen cannot 
be so honored. 1s something like refusing 
to name a Missouri river steamer after a 
popular Captain; because one could not be 
named for each scullion and deck hand 
on the river.

On this 
portion of the route—75 miles—there 1s 
no wood, plenty of water was found in 
pools, and- by digging in sandy ravines, 
but the supply will probably be very short 
in midsummer and fall months. 

After striking the Express road at the 
above point, they followed it all the way 
1”, finding it a good road, but very crook- 
ed. with plenty of wood, water and grass. 

The distance from Leavenworth to this 
city by Viaometer meastrement is six 
hundred and ten miles, and with a small 
outlay of money, in the bridging of a few 
streams, and some side bill grades, 1! can 
be made a very good road. The party 
found abnandance of game, and saw a par- 
ty of fifty Cheyenne Indians, and anoth- 
er party of twenty Comanches The In-

The letter was read, stating that no mal 
service had yet been exended to that

The Charleston Convention.

As we supposed the dispatch of the 
7th announcing that the Cincipnati plat- 
form had been adopted with amendments, 
by the Charleston Convention, was incor- 
rect The three reportsof the committee 
were re-committed, and at 5 o'clock Mr. 
Avery of North Carolina submitted a 
majority report, and .n domg so, urged 
upon the delegates of Northern States to 
recollect that the slaves who now grow the 
cotton in Alabama, Mississippi, and 
Georgia, are the children of slaves who 
were formerly slaves in their own States, 


The report of the majority is a combi- 
nation of the resolutions of Messrs Bay- 
ard of Delawaie, Cochran of New York, 
and Bigle: of Pennsylvania. 

Mr Samuels of Iowa, presented a res- 
olution eschewing Congressional interfer- 
ence, and declaring that whether Con- 
gress or the Territorial Legislature have 
the power to intervene, depends upon the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which decision they pledge 
the Democratic party to sustain and abide 
by. He proceeded at some length to 
address Sonthern members, appealing to 
them not to persist in demanding an ab- 
straction that will drive one-half of the 
Democracy of the North into the arms of 
the Black Republicans His speech was 
a powerful, earnest and effective appeal, 
free from all bitterness, and was hstened 
to with the most marked interest and at- 
tention by the Southern members.
